This decline is not a 
It had started before 
the war. because the average citizen of 
Dublin could not afford to pay cash for a 
house, and there was no means whereby 
he could obtain it on “easy payment” 
terms within his reach. There were, and 
are, building societies, but virtually all 
of them are compelled to demand an 
initial payment that is beyond the average 
citizen’s means. They cannot offer such 
inducements to house-purchase as are 
provided by the huge building societies of 
the United Kingdom, where an initial 
deposit of ten per cent. of the value will 
procure a house. The decline of house- 
building was accelerated by the war, when 
the few people who might have had some 
thought of buying houses contemplated a 
future of rising costs and tightened their 
purse-strings. To-day the private builders, 
to all intents and purposes, are bankrupt. 
Thousands of their former employés are 
out of work, and many of them have 
reached, or are approaching, the end of 
their period of benefit from unemploy- 
ment insurance. The furniture shops, 
which make money when houses are being 
erected, have felt the pinch severely; a 
dozen trades that depend directly or 
indirectly on house-building are marking

almost no difference here, there is every 
likelihood that we will follow England’s 
example. Summer Time, in any event, 
would begin here on the third Sunday in 
April, and we will be saved considerable 
inconvenience if our’ Government ‘takes a 
cue from the British Government and 
operates it, as in Great Britain, from the 
25th February. So far as Great Britain 
is concerned, of course, this is a war-time 
measure. People will get up an hour later 
in the morning, but they will have an 
hour more of daylight in tho evening, and 
that extra hour means the saving of a 
considerable amount of electricity and 
gas in thousands of factories,.shops, and 
private houses throughout the country. 
The scheme has been modified greatly 
since the first proposal that, for the 
duration of the war, thé dawn should be 
made to break at nine o'clock every 
morning. but even to revert to normal 
Summer Time a couple of months earlier 
than usual will be a very effective economy. 
We may expect the usual outcry from the 
farmers, both here and across the Channel. 
Nature takes no cognisance of clocks. Her 
creatures are governed only by sunrise and 
sunset. Whatever the clock says, the cows 
will give up their milk only at the 
customary time. The horses, used to their 
first feed at, say, seven o'clock, will not 
eat it at six, and, therefore, will upset 
the ‘whole routine of the morning’s work. 
The dew, too, will not evaporate off the 
crops one, moment earlier than the sun’s 
rays arrive to chase them, and farmers 
will have to sit about for half a day 
waiting for the ground to dry out. We do 
not expect, however, that these arguments 
will be given any more serious attention 
now than they were given in other years, 
and the work on the land will go on just 
the same. To put back the clocks this 
year on the 25th February, instead of on 
the third Sunday in April, will make little 
difference, as wo have said, to anybody; 
and, in view of the ‘complications which 
will be avoided in the transport arrange- 
ments between this country and our n«arest 
neighbour, we would do well to put our 
clocks back at the samo time.

HITLER SPEAKS 
AGAIN

In a a 7 article to-day The Times 
remarks:—Hitler devoted his customary 
anniversary speech in Berlin yesterday 
mainly to sarcastic abuse of the democratic 
ideals of the British Empire and, in par- 
tieular, of Mr. Chamberlain—returning 
cheap vilification for the studied correct- 
ness with which the British Prime 
Minister has always referred to the Chan- 
cellor since the war began. He made play 
with the admitted failure of the Allied 
Powers after the last war to fulfi) all 
the high hopes of a better a M which 
as been 
Hitler’s stock-in-trade all along. It is now 
as irrelevant as it is stale. In the end it 
is Germany and Germany alone which has 
brought those hopes finally to frustration. 
Hitler spoke again of the Allies as having 
forced a war upon Germany, and again 
he has failed to show why, if that be 
true, they did not launch war upon her 
long before her armaments reached the 
rfection of which Hitler now boasts. 
e have the old caricature of the British 
Empire pictured as the possessor of 
46,000,000 people and of British policy 
in the past. But his perversions of 
history have been refuted times without 
number. Last night’s tirade of boasts, 
threats and hatred is only interesting as 
an example of the systematic mendacity 
upon which German moral is apparently 
built, and as displaying no little fear 
of the aims which Allied statesmen have 
set before themselves, their peoples and 
the world in the war which Hitler has 
forced upon them. h 
It is interesting to speculate on the 
state of mind of the audiences which all 
over Germany were obliged to listen to 
their Fuehrer last night. It would 
certainly be the greatest mistake to suppose 
that there has been any measurable break- 
away fron allegiance to him. He is still 
the unchallenged leader and prophet of 
the Greater Reich. His methods do not 
command universal approval, even among 
his followers, and many of the staunchest 
of them dislike his policy of approach to 
Sovict Russia. ‘There is certainly also 
dissension among the other party leaders, 
rticularly over this alliance with the 
ormer enemy. But Hitler has always 
been an adept at keeping aloof from the 
uarrels of his lieutenants, and at a well- 
chosen moment pronouncing decisively in 
favour of one and removing the others— 
temporarily or permanently—from his 
fayour. ‘he whole Nazi movement has 
been built up on the basis of unquestion- 
ing obedience to the leader, and the spell 
is not yet broken. That is not to say that 
there is no grumbling. According to trust- 
worthy reports, there is a good deal of 
criticism, directed not against Hitler, but 
against the régime. The numerous and 
increasing penalties against it are them-

"BETTER TRAFFIC 
CONDITIONS

{= people of London this morning 
were a little better off as regards 
trafic. Suburban services were running 
fairly well, and trains no longer were 
hours late. The. condition of the streets, 
however is terrible, the roads being 
covered with half-melted snow, and the 
footpaths nearly as bad. The missing 
long-distance trains have turned up onc 
by one, and Euston Hotel has been 
besieged by crowds of hungry passengers, 
many of whom had had no food or warmth 
for several hours. The Irish mail yester- 
day was many hours late in arriving, 
and no letters or newspapers were received 
from Dublin during the day. To-day the 
mail arrived at noon. In the South of 
England numerous places remain cut off 
from London, and great difficulty is ex- 

ienced in getting trains through to 
Brighton and its neighbourhood. It will 
be some days before traffic can be resumed 
on normal lines, even if the weather gets 
no worge. : 


Economy of Light and Fuel 


The British Government has called upon 
the population to be economical in its use 
of coal, coke, gas and electricity. There 
is no real shortage of fuel, the only diffi- 
culty being that of transport. Among the 
suggestions made are the following:— 
People should go to bed earlier and let 
the hot bath wait until next day. People 
might join their neighbours for the even- 
ing,- so that one fire could keep two 
families warm. Lights should not be left 
burning in unused rooms, and cooking 
should be shared with neighbours, as one 
oven will cook a supper for two families. 
There are supplies of kerosene and 
paraffin in London, and it is pointed out 
that an oil stove can be used to warin a 
room. People are not to suppose that, 
because gasometers appear to be full, 
there are vast reserves. All the eas 
normally stored, even if every gasometer 
were full, would be less than a day’s 
supply, as gas is made very much es it is 
required. The real reserve of the gas 
companies is in the form of coal, and it is 
difficult to get coal delivered. 


M. Yvon Delbos 


The most distinguished of the French 
visitors to London is M. Yvon Delbos, 
leader of the French deputies. M. Delbos 
was Foreign Minister in M. Blum’s 
‘Popular Front ” Cabinet, and is Educa- 
tion Minister under M. Daladier. His 
political influence is great, largely owing 
to his personal relations with M. Herriot, 
President of the French Chamber, and the 
brothers Sarraut, one of whom is Minister 
of Colonies, while the other edits the in- 
fluential Radical-Socialist journal, Dépécie 
de Toulouse. In his Te days M. 
Delbos was a teacher of philosophy, and 
he received his diploma in that subject. 
For a philosopher he had the unusual 
recreation of playing Rugby, and his 
athletic accomplishments are of no mean 
order. His present visit to London crowns 
many decades of effort in the service of 
Franco-British collaboration. No French- 
man is more pleased at the present 
intimacy in policy and economy between 
the two great democracies than M. 
Daladier’s Minister of Education. 


Fears of Egg Famine 


roel Street-Porter, Chairman of the 
Committee of the Farmers’ Union, 
said to-day that there is likely to be an 
famine in the autumn, as the acute 
ortage of feeding-stuffs is causing many 
use to reduce their stocks.. One 
reeder has brought down the number of 
his hatchings by 75 per cent. Losses such 
as that cannot be made good in tjme to 
prevent a shortage. Mr. Street-Porter 
advises poultry breeders to go on hatching 
on a reasonably large scale, as the food- 
stuffs shortage may soon be alleviated. He 
also advises: poultry breeders to weed out 
their hens ruthlessly, as the farmyards 
can carry no passengers this season. He 
suggests that it may become necessary to 
organise the collection of scraps from 
houses in the towns to supplement what 
food refuse is available in the country. 
Food waste, he thinks, is available in 
hotels and private houses, which could bo 
manufactured into dry meal, and he points 
out that there are factories ready to deal 
with the waste. 


Trade with Neutral Countries 


In the City of London there is talk of 
the opening, with the banks, of a consider- 
able number of credits on behalf of neutral 
countries, particularly Scandinavia, Bel- 
gium and Holland. This fact is an indica- 
tion of activity in export trade, as the 
credits cover the export to those countrics 
of coal, wool, cotton and other raw 
materials. This unusual opening of credits 
Is a sign that the export trade is im- 
proving, but there is no great demand as 
yet for manufactured goods. The opening 
of banking credits must be observed, not 
only by the neutrals buying in Britain. 
but by British firms buying in neutral 


countries. It shows that trade now is on 


a cash basis, almost on a pay in advance 
footing, reflecting a lack of confidence. 
which is general. As far as the foreign 


departments of the big banks in the City 


are concerned, the process involves an 


enormous amount of additional clerical 


work and also increased staff, as all the 


credits have to be registered at the Bank 
of England. The situation is further 
complicated by the exchange control, and 


altogether these trading credits are a 


serious business. 


Air Service for Scholars 


The Dutth: air lines are running a 
service for scholars from the islands off 
the coast of Holland to the schools on the 
mainland.

HEROIC STAND 


Behind the referénce to Russian attacks 
on the Mantsi Fort, situated on Mantsi 
Island, in the north-east corner of Lake 
Ladoga, is the story of a heroic stand by 
a small Finnish garrison, states a Press 
Association Foreign Special Stockholm 
telegram. 

e Russo-Finnish frontier line runs 
through the lake, and the Russians control 
much of the coast in the region of this 
island; yet they have been kept at bay by 
the garrison for eight weeks. 

Several times during the great battle 
raging north-east of the lake for nearly a 
week communiqués have mentioned valu- 
able supporting defensive action by the 
batteries on the island. 

The continued silence of the Finnish 
Command on the position at Salla is 
causing speculation. 

The last that was officially stated about 
this front was that the Russians had been 
driven back from Finland’s ‘‘ waist line”’ 
to the village of Maerkijaervi, for which 
fighting has now been going on for nearly 
a fortnight. 

That retreat by the Russians may have 
been purposely made; for it now seems 
clear that, when Russian advance troops 
were near Kemijaervi, possibly nearly as 
many’ as 355,000 men found themselves too 
far forward and in grave danger of being 
cut off and starved, as has happened twice 
to Russian troops near Suomussalmi. 


WEATHER FACTOR 


The Russians, having retreated to Maerki- 
jaervi, have apparently changed their 
tactics and are now concentrating on 
digging themselves in to await the warmer 
weather of the spring. 

Every day the Russians are making it 
more difficult for the Finnish patrols to 
cut their communications. The whole of 
the road from Maerkijaervi to Salla is 
covered by machine-gun positions, 

Finnish fighting ’planes have been busy 
and successful; but the very latest type of 
high-speed fighters, capable of flying at a 
rate up to 400 miles an hour, are not 
necessary for laying low the major part 
of Russia’s bombing force. 

These super-speed machines are too fast 
to be fitted with skis for landing, and 
would: be unable to use the small Finnish 
aerodromes on many days during the 
winter. '
